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DISTRIBUTER’S  REPORT  FOR  1901. 
By  J.  A.  Wheldon,  F.L.S. 


The  total  number  of  specimens  sent  for  distribution  shows  a 
considerable  increase;  but  the  Hepaticse  are  again  below  the 
average,  and  the  number  contributed  decreases  steadily  year  by 
year.  The  publication  of  Mr  Macvicar’s  “  Key  ”  in  the  Journal  of 
Botany  will  probably  stimulate  interest  in  this  section.  Another 
noteworthy  feature  is  the  large  proportion  of  Sphagna  received. 
We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Horrell  for  a  number  of  fine  examples  of 
these  plants ;  and  also  for  a  series  of  specimens  collected  by 
William  Wilson,  which  will  have  an  added  interest  through  their 
association  with  one  of  the  fathers  of  British  Bryology. 

While  the  quality  of  the  specimens  shows  a  general  improvement, 
several  of  the  Referees  have  complained  not  only  of  the  paucity  of 
material  in  a  few  of  the  packets,  but  also  of  the  condition  of  some 
of  the  specimens.  Some  appear  to  have  been  packed  without 
previous  careful  drying,  or  the  slightest  attempt  to  remove  foreign 
matter;  others  are  badly  mixed  (so  that  there  is  sometimes  a  pre¬ 
ponderance  of  plants  which  are  not  named  on  the  label) ;  and 
others  again  are  collected  at  the  wrong  season  of  the  year  for 
properly  showing  the  differential  features  of  the  species. 

There  is  still  a  tendency  to  send  several  gatherings  of  a  species 
in  one  package.  As  a  rule  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in 
obtaining  fifteen  or  thirty  examples  in  one  locality.  When  seven 
or  eight  different  gatherings  are  represented  in  a  packet  of  twelve 
specimens,  it  enormously  increases  the  labour  of  the  Referees,  and 
if  this  mode  of  contribution  became  at  all  general,  it  would 
probably  result  in  a  complete  breakdown  of  the  system  of  checking 
by  Referees. 
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Another  practice  to  be  discouraged  is  the  sending  of  one  or  two 
specimens  only  of  a  species.  In  some  instances  they  are  submitted 
to  more  than  one  of  the  Referees,  some  of  whom  prefer  to  keep 
plants  they  have  been  at  the  trouble  of  examining,  consequently 
by  the  time  the  specimens  have  been  adequately  checked  there  is 
sometimes  nothing  left  for  distribution  !  The  average  number  of 
packets  of  each  gathering  received  is  under  six,  which  is  far  too 
low  in  a  Club  of  nearly  forty  members.  The  remarks  of  the 
Referees,  and  discussion  of  the  plants  in  the  Note  Book ,  are 
rendered  of  less  general  interest  when  only  a  few  of  the 
members  have  corresponding  specimens. 

In  all  cases  where  less  than  three  specimens  of  Hepaticae  were 
sent,  they  were  not  examined  by  the  Referee,  and  are  therefore 
not  mentioned  in  the  Report.  Members  must  satisfy  themselves 
of  the  accuracy  of  the  names  of  plants  not  found  in  the  following 
pages,  which  only  include  those  seen  by  the  Referees.  I  have 
myself  supplied  a  number  of  common  plants  wanted  by  members, 
to  which  these  directions  will  apply,  as  they  are  not  named  in  the 
Report. 

Several  questions  as  to  mode  of  labelling  and  other  points  have 
been  raised  during  correspondence  with  the  senders  of  parcels  I 
have  communicated  all  these  to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Waddell,  with 
the  results  of  my  experience  gained  as  Distributer,  and  he  will  no 
doubt  deal  with  them  in  his  Report. 

The  thanks  of  the  members  are  due  to  Messrs.  Barker,  Braith- 
waite,  Correns,  Horrell,  Ingham,  Meldrum,  Macvicar,  Nicholson, 
and  Mons.  Renauld,  for  kindly  assisting  in  the  checking  of  the 
specimens  ;  and  to  Mr.  H.  N.  Dixon  for  acting  as  general  Referee. 
The  labours  of  these  gentlemen  enhance  the  value  of  the  Club 
Reports,  and  render  the  records  there  given  of  value  to  Phyto¬ 
geographers.

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SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 


In  future  the  date  of  our  annual  Distribution  will  be  changed  to 
31st  December  in  each  year.  Subscriptions,  which  are  payable  in 
advance,  will  be  due  on  1st  January  and  should  be  paid  between 
that  date  and  March.  The  date  of  the  next  Exchange  will  there¬ 
fore  be  31st  December,  1901.  I  wish  to  draw  the  particular 
attention  of  members  to  some  points  of  great  importance  in  the 
working  of  the  Club.  We  owe  much  to  the  Distributer  for  carry¬ 
ing  out  a  difficult  task,  and  should  try  to  lighten  and  not  add  to  his 
burden.  Mr.  Wheldon  has  referred  to  the  practice  of  sending 
“  several  gatherings  of  a  species  in  one  package and  says  that  if  this 
objectionable  practice  became  general  it  would  lead  to  a  break¬ 
down  of  our  system  of  working. 

There  is  another  practice  which  if  it  became  common  would 
bring  our  working  to  a  standstill,  I  allude  to  the  habit  of  putting 
no  name  or  other  particulars  on  the  packets.  If  labels  are  used 
they  must  be  attached  to  the  outside  of  the  packet  (this  can  easily 
be  done  with  a  spot  of  gum),  or  if  they  are  placed  inside  the  packet 
then  the  name  and  other  particulars  must  be  written  on  the  outside. 
Mr.  Wheldon  writes  “  it  has  been  a  great  labour  opening  the 
packets  to  stamp  the  labels,  and  they  also  get  astray  in  sorting  and 
again  in  copying  for  the  Report  if  there  is  no  indication  outside  of 
the  contents  of  each  packet.” 

I  hope  next  year  members  will  bear  this  fact  in  mind  and 
whether  using  labels  or  not  put  the  particulars  on  the  outside  of 
each  packet  according  to  Rule  VI. 

Another  point  of  less  importance  is  the  excessive  quantity  of 
paper  used  in  some  of  the  packets  sent  in.  Besides  giving  much 
more  trouble  to  the  Distributer  in  the  handling  and  sorting  these 
large  packets  take  up  too  much  room  in  the  Herbarium.  For  my 
own  part  I  cannot  afford  the  room  for  them  and  have  to  place  the 
specimens  in  smaller  packets.  Let  us  all  bear  in  mind  the  general 
convenience  of  the  majority  and  not  our  own  particular  likings  in 
what  is  sent  for  the  Club. 

I  am  glad  to  hear  that  the  Beginners’  Section  has  proved  so 
successful  and  has  now  so  many  members,  but  we  are  sorry  so  few 
members  of  the  Club  have  joined  it,  and  that  more  contributions 
have  not  been  sent  to  it  by  our  members. 

Now  that  this  useful  branch  is  in  existence,  it  is  intended  to 
meet  the  wants  of  those  with  only  an  elementary  knowledge  of 
Bryology,  while  the  Club  itself  will  be  more  suited  for  the  more 
advanced.  The  Club  owes  much  to  Mr.  Horrell  for  undertaking 
this  useful  but  troublesome  work,  and  we  hope  he  may  receive 
more  help  from  our  members.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  NOTE  BOOK  FOR  1900. 


Sphagnum  squarrosum  Pers.  Skiddaw,  July,  1897.  E.  B.  Benson. 
“  *S\  squarrosum  Pers.  var.  spectabile  Russ.”— E.  C.  H. 

S.  subsecundum  var.  contortujn  f.  si mphcissima .  Skiddaw,  July, 
1897  E.  B.  Benson.  “This  is  an  undeveloped  and  young 
‘  seedling'  from  one  of  the  subsecundum  segregates.  Exactly 
analogous  forms  can  be  found  very  commonly  in  all  the  subsecundum 
species,  and  it  might  be  possible  in  almost  any  handful  of  a 
submerged  plant  of  this  section  to  pick  out  certain  undeveloped 
stems  like  this  specimen.  Mr.  Gepp’s  note  quoted  in  the  Report, 
1900,  p.  46,  scarcely  represents  what  I  stated  to  him.  It  should 
have  said  ‘  the  relative  numbers  (not  sizes)  of  pores  on  outer  and 
inner  surfaces  of  branch  and  stem  leaves.’  So  far  as  I  can  see  it 
is  S.  Gravetii  Warnst  ?  a  young  hemisophyllous  form.”— E.  C.  H. 
Prof.  Barker  asks  can  all  such  abnormal  forms  be  seedlings  ? 
A  specimen  for  instance  ‘  loosely  floating  consisted  of  long  stems 
and  no  branches  or  only  a  few  very  short  and  inconspicuous.  No 
stems  of  normal  form  were  seen.  These  could  hardly  be  young 
seedlings  and  if  the  branches  were  undeveloped  the  stems  and 
leaves  were  the  opposite.”  “  Mr.  Horrell  has  precedent  in  Braith. 
Sph  Eur.  p.  48,  for  applying  the  term  seedling  to  a  similar  form  of 
sphagnum.  May  they  not  be  innovation  shoots  ?  The  spns.  I  sent 
were  however  taken  from  good-sized  tufts  of  plants  all  similar  in 
form.  A  few  stems  gathered  with  them  have  small  branches  and 
some  have  the  appearance  of  a  single  branch  below  apex  which  I 
take  it  may  be  an  innovation  R.  de  G.  Benson.  “  Simple  stems 
which  should  be  normally  branched  or  pinnate,  &c.,  are  common 
in  other  mosses,  notably  in  aquatics  like  the  Harpidia  They  are 
often  as  long  and  otherwise  as  robust  and  well-developed  as  the 
branched  ste°ms,  and  may  have  sprung  up  amongst  older  stems,  and 
have  been  unable  to  branch  on  account  of  overcrowding.”—  !.  A.W.

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it  and  decided  it  could  not  be  Torreyanum  Sulliv.,  which  is  dis¬ 
tinguished  from  *S\  cuspid  alum  R.  &  W.  by  having  the  chlorophyllose 
cells  of  the  branch  leaves  in  the  lower  half  of  the  branch  leaves 
completed)7  enclosed  on  the  inner  surface  by  the  strongly  convex 
hyaline  cells,  which  are  united  together  for  some  distance,  as  in 
S.  pulchrum  Warnst.,  and  S.  obliisum  VVarnst. 

S.  cuspidatum  R.  &  W.,  as  also  S.  fallax  Warnst.,  S.  monocladum 
Warnst.  and  -S',  trinitense  C.  M.  has  on  the  other  hand  the 
chlorophyllose  cells  everywhere  trapezoid  or  rectangular  and  free 
on  both  surfaces  of  the  leaf-  According  to  this  character  our 
species  must  belong  to  the  latter  group  of  species  and  cannot  be 

Torreyanum.  Dr.  Braithwaite’s  description,  p.  85,  “  Sphagna, 
is,  according  to  Warnstorf’s  description  of  an  original  specimen 
of  Sullivant’s,  incorrect  in  two  points  :  (1)  colour  was  grey-green 
not  reddish-brown,  (2)  pores  were  not  very  numerous  but  agreed 
exactly  with  S.  cuspidatum  Warnst.,  Eur.  Torf.  1881  p.  74. 
H aving  examined  three  different  specimens  of  Sullivant’s  in  Brit. 
Mus.,  all  agree  with  Warnstorf’s  diagnosis  in  the  important 
character  of  the  position  of  the  chlorophyllous  cells  and  also  in 
the  colour  and  pore  structure.  None  are  reddish-brown  ;  in  two, 
pore  structure  agrees  with  A.  cuspidatum.  In  the  third,  pores 
on  b.  leaves  on  inner  surface  are  rather  more  numerous  but  are 
not  minute  (Braith.)  but  rather  large,  round  and  non-bordered. 
Warnstorf  does  not  consider  the  degree  of  serration  to  warrant  its 
inclusion  under  S.  trinitense  but  names  it  as  above.  A.  trinitense 
is  a  recent  revival  of  Wrarnstorf,  and  includes  all  the  forms  of 
S.  cuspidatum  with  serrulate  branch  leaves.  It  is  as  large  and  as 
variable  a  ‘  Formenreihe’  as  S.  cuspidatum.  The  degree  of 
serrulation  is  perhaps  not  a  sufficiently  important  character  on 
which  to  found  a  species,  but  to  whichever  form  the  present  plant 
may  be  referred  it  cannot  be  S.  Torreyanum  Sulliv.” — E.  C.  H. 

“Mr.  Horrell’s  ‘Notes  on  Sphagna’  are  very  interesting  and 
instructive.  He  has  established  the  non-identity  of  Mr.  Ingham’s 
plant  writh  S.  Torreyanum  Sull.  One  may  perhaps  be  permitted  to 
exclaim  against  the  establishment  of  a  species  on  the  sole  character 
of  the  serrulate  leaves,  especially  when  its  author  excludes  a  plant 
from  it  on  the  ground  that  the  degree  of  serration  is  insufficient  to 
warrant  its  inclusion.” — H.  N.  D. 

“  I  have  brought  all  my  sphagna  up  to  the  new  system  with 
Mr.  Horrell’s  valuable  help,  and  must  say  there  is  a  good  deal  to 
be  said  for  it.  The  Warnstorfian  system  is  based  upon 
morphological  and  therefore  natural  characters,  and  I  have  been 
much  pleased  to  find  that  the  habit  of  the  Sphagnum  in  the 
majority  of  cases  is  correlated  with  the  morphological  characters 
—  W.  Ingham. 

“  A  valuable  help  to  the  understanding  of  Warnstorf’s  system  has 
just  appeared  (1901)  in  Part  (lieferung)  207  of  Engler  &  Prantl  s 
Pflanzenfamilien  3/-,  which  contains  illustrations  of  sections  of  the 
cell  structure  of  all  the  principal  divisions  of  Sphagna.  C.  H.  \\. 
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Dichoiontiiun  pellucidum  var.  strictum  Braith.  M.E.C.  Report,  1900 
p.  48,  “  Dr.  Braithwaite  has  seen  the  plant  and  says  it  is  not  the 
var.”--H  N.  D.  “  I  sent  it  out  in  good  faith,  having  as  I  thought 
the  assurance  from  Mr.  Binstead  it  was  the  var.  and  that  Dr.  B. 
had  seen  spns.  The  var.  does  grow  among  grass  on  Craig  Cille  a 
few  miles  from  the  Abergavenny  locality.  I  fear  I  was  mistaken.” — 
E.  Armitage. 

Dicranella  heteromella  var.  stricta  Schp.  M.E.C.  Report,  1900,  p.  48, 
“This  is  not  the  name  I  sent  to  the  Club  but  var.  sericea  Schimp.” 
— W.  Ingham. 

Weisia  calcarea  C.  M..  M.E.C.  Report  1899,  33.  Mr.  Nicholson 
has  again  examined  this  plant  and  is  satisfied  it  is  calcarea.  He 
thought  at  first  it  was  tenuis  from  confusing  this  rather  slender  form 
of  calcarea  with  a  robust  form  of  W.  tenuis  from  Sussex.  “In 
papillosity,  length  of  branch  areolation  I  find  considerable  variation 
in  both  species,  the  cells,  however,  in  calcarea  are  always  more 
opaque.  Schimper  says  of  it  ‘  species  valde  variabiles  difficillime 
extricanda’.” — W.  E.  Nicholson.  “  I  also  gathered  this  species  at 
Knaresborough  and  recorded  it  in  The  Naturalist,  June,  1897.  It 
forms  dense  velvety  tufts  in  the  crevices  of  the  Magnesian 
limestone.  I  also  found  it  at  Boston  Spa  The  plants  shew  the 
interrupted  tufts  referred  to  in  the  Derbyshire  spns.  Owing  to  its 
small  size  and  obtuse  leaves  perhaps  Mr.  Ingham’s  plant  is  var. 
intermedia  Schimp.  The  height  of  my  plants  is  5m.  Schimper 
gives  its  range  as  from  4m.  to  7,  while  for  W.  te?iuis  he  gives  im. 
This  plant  f calcarea J  seems  to  prefer  rock  crevices  whereas  tenuis 
always  forms  spreading  patches  on  the  surface.” — LI.  J.  Cocks. 

Bryum  Warneum  Bland.  Southport,  M.E.C.  1900,  54.  “  In  my 

spn.  there  was  some  B.  calophyllum  mixed.” — W.  P.  Hamilton. 

Amhlystegium  serpens  v ar.  depauperatum  Boul.  Between  St.  Ann’s 
and  South  Shore  v.c.  60,  5.99.  J.  A.  Wheldon.  Clay  banks, 
Lybster  Burn,  Caithness,  6.6  99.  D.  Lillie,  (Vide  also  Report, 
1900,  56.)  “  Boulay  assigns  this  var. — depauperatum — to  the  ‘  series 

of  forms  with  short  cells’  which  does  not  seem  applicable  to  the 
St.  Ann’s  plant,  as  it  has  the  leaf  cells  distinctly  longer  than  usual. 
The  fruiting  characters  fairly  correspond.  The  Caithness  plant 
seems  distinct.  It  is  much  mixed  with  the  var.  trichodes  of 
A.  JilicinumB — W.  E.  Nicholson  “The  St.  Ann’s  plant  struck 
me  at  first  sight  as  differing  considerably  from  that  from  Caithness. 
I  gather  from  Braithwaite’s  description  and  list  of  localities  that 
he  considers  the  two  forms  both  belong  to  Boulay’s  var.,  i.e., 
assuming  that  the  plant  from  Reiss  Links,  Wick,  is  the  same,  which 
is  only  conjecture.  I  should  not  be  surprised  to  find  that  the  two 
forms  intergrade.  The  suspicion  (suggested  by  Mr.  Nicholson)  as 
to  the  Caithness  form  being  possibly  A.  filicinu?n  var.  trichodes 
is  not,  I  think  to  be  disregarded  ;  I  believe  however,  that  in  the 
finest  forms  of  the  var.  trichodes,  (i.e.  the  most  delicate)  the  nerve 
has  a  tendency  to  be  predominant  as  compared  with  A.  serpensT 
— IT.  N.  Dixon.  “This  slender  maritime  form  of  serpens  is 
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found  on  our  Irish  Coasts,  never — as  far  as  I  know— inland.  Car¬ 
rington  says.  p.  14  “Irish  Cryptogams”  ‘  A.  serpens  var.  salinnm 
growing  in  wide  brown  shallow;  patches  on  sandhills  at  Malahide, 
Co.  Dublin.  *  *  Nerve  reaching  about  half-way,  areolae  large 
rhomboid.  The  same  moss  is  found  in  Southport.’  This  was 
published  in  1863;  the  name  salinum  should  therefore  take 
precedence  of  Boulay’s  depauperatum ,  1884,  if  indeedt  hey  refer  to 
the  same  plant.  The  British  plants  all  seem  to  be  maritime  (Mr. 
Stabler’s  localities  in  ‘  Hepaticae  and  Musci  of  Westmorland,’ 
p.  296,  do  not  extend  above  the  tide  flow)  which  does  not  corre¬ 
spond  with  the  habitats  given  by  Boulay  &  Limpricht.  A  var.  of 
serpens  is  described  in  Macoun’s ‘  Canadian  Mosses’  from  stones 
along  St.  Mary’s  river  Anticosti,  var.  xanthodidyon  Kindt}. 
(A.  serpens  *  lutescens  Kindb.  MS.)  It  has  tufts  loose  yellow  brown, 
and  differs  in  areolation  from  the  type.  Some  of  the  cells  are 
quadrate.  This  should  be  compared  with  our  plant. 

It  may  be  useful  to  give  Limpricht’s  description,  p.  321,  of  var. 
depauperatum  Boulay.  ‘  Plants  very  slander  drawn  out  and  prostrate, 
reddish  brown  when  mature,  sparingly  tomentose,  branches  very 
small.  Leaves  distant,  appressed  when  dry,  widely  patent  when 
moist.  Stem  leaves  oqomm.  long  and  o' 12mm.  broad,  nerve  very 
short,  scarcely  f  of  the  leaf,  1.  cells  o'oogmm.  broad  and  thrice  as 
long,  thick  walled  Branch  leaves  o'iSmm.  long  and  07mm. 
broad.  Capsule  short  stalked,  very  small,  often  top.shaped  when 
empty.  On  roots  of  trees  and  on  sandy  soil.’ 

In  a  paper  read  before  the  Warrington  Field  Club  in  1886,  on 
Wilson’s  work,  Mr.  Cash  describes  finding  what  was  probably  the 
same  moss  in  fruit  at  Southport.  Dr.  Wood  had  also  found  it  there, 
and  Wilson  at  first  considered  it  distinct,  and  thought  of  calling  it 
Leskea  Woodii ,  but  finally  decided  it  was  a  form  of  serpens.  Mr. 
Boswell,  of  Oxford,  was  also  familiar  with  it,  but  could  make  no 
satisfactory  distinction  between  it  and  serpens.  Mr.  Cash  says 
Mr  Boswell  had  not  seen  the  fruit  which  whatever  might  be  said  of 
the  foliage,  was  not  that  of  serpens.  He  sent  it  to  R.  du  Buysson, 
who  thought  at  first  it  was  A.  tenuissimum ,  a  rare  continental  form, 
but  finally  decided  it  to  be  distinct,  and  described  it  as  A.  Cashii 
in  the  second  edition  of  his  paper  on  Amblystegium.  It  would  be  a 
service  to  the  club  if  someone  who  has  access  to  this  paper  would 
extract  his  description  and  remarks  thereon  for  our  Note  Book  next 
year.”— C.  H.  Waddell. 
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THE  BEGINNERS’  SECTION. 


The  Beginners’  Section,  long  a  desideratum  of  the  Club,  was 
commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  last  year,  and  up  to  the  present  has 
been  joined  by  45  members.  Three  of  these  have  since  joined  the 
parent  Society,  and  one  member  only  of  the  Senior  Society  has 
considered  it  to  be  worth  while  to  join  the  Section. 

Of  this  total  of  46  members,  but  few  have,  however,  up  to  the 
present  done  much  work,  although  some  others  have  displayed 
much  activity  and  enthusiasm.  The  first  Distribution  was  held  on 
Jan.  1,  igoo,  and  every  member  received  a  parcel  of  specimens, 
whether  he  had  sent  any  in  for  distribution  or  not.  That  this  was 
possible  was  owing  to  my  having  received  some  200  specimens 
from  Mr.  Wheldon.  and  smaller  parcels  from  Messrs.  Ingham  and 
Lett,  and  to  my  having  distributed  some  500  of  my  own  duplicates. 
On  the  second  Distribution  held  June  1,  ’01,  parcels  were  only  sent 
to  those  members  who  had  sent  in  specimens  for  distribution. 

On  the  whole,  the  specimens  sent  in  by  the  members  of  the 
section — although  generally  consisting  of  the  commoner  British 
species— were  decidedly  good  as  to  condition,  mode  of  preparation, 
and  method  of  packing  and  labelling,  and  in  these  most  important 
matters  the  section  gives  a  good  many  points  to  the  parent  Society. 

I  am  in  hopes  that  the  encouragement  now  given  by  the 
Beginners’  Section  of  the  club  to  a  new  generation  of  bryologists 
in  this  country  will  go  far  to  raising  the  standard  for  what  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  a  moss  “specimen,”  and  a  herbarium  “  ticket.” 

Some  hundreds  of  specimens  have  also  been  sent  to  be  named, 
but  in  this  case  the  condition  of  the  so-called  specimen  has  fre¬ 
quently  left  much  to  be  desired.  It  should  be  recognized  that 
specimens  sent  for  naming  ought,  whenever  possible,  to  be  good 
herbarium  specimens,  and  ought  in  every  case  to  be  fully  labelled, 
the  name  of  the  plant,  (if  possible,)  the  locality,  county,  v.  c* 
number,  name  of  collector,  name  of  sender  if  different  from  that 
of  the  collector,  date,  altitude,  nature  of  the  soil,  &c.,  &c.,  being 
written  on  a  herbarium  ticket,  included  within  the  packet,  instead 
of  being  written  on  the  outside  of  the  packet.  Each  packet  ought 
to  bear  a  reference  number,  which  should  run  consecutively  from 
one  sending  to  the  next.  Specimens  sent  to  be  named  are  not 
returned. 

Of  course  it  frequently  happens  that  only  a  small  tuft  of  a  plant 
is  found,  or  there  may  be  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  beginner 
whether  two  neighbouring  tufts  are  the  same  species,  and  in  such 
cases  only  small  specimens  can  be  sent,  and  in  insisting  on  “  good  ” 
specimens  I  do  not  wish  to  prevent  the  beginner  from  studying 
such.  The  “  condition  ”  of  the  specimen  is  however  a  matter  to 
which  much  greater  attention  might  advantageously  be  given. 


.very  moss  specimen  should  be  wrapped  up  in  paper  as  gathered, 
and  on  arrival  at  home  should  be  properly  cleaned,  washed,  and 
pressed.  That  mosses  should  be  washed  and  pressed  seem  to  be 
points  which  quite  escape  the  beginner,  although  after  a  time — 
as,  tor  example,  is  of  course  the  case  with  all  the  members  of  the 
parent  society— the  necessity  and  advisibility  of  so  doing  become 
fully  recognized.
